STADIUM 

Speedway track 
hopes are dashed 

PLANS for a Cradley Heathens speedway 
stadium near Merry Hill have fallen through. 

Talks have been taking place for three 
years to over a stadium near the huge 
shopping complex for the former Dudley 
Wood based club. 

But club chairman Nigel Pearson, who 
is stepping down with partners Chris Van 
Straaten and Gary Patchett next season, 
said he had been told the site is reserved 
for another development. 

He added: “The council have, however, 
agreed to revisit previous sites. This pro¬ 
cess will continue.”

CAPARO bosses are set to 
face hard questions about 
how the £370m-a-year com¬ 
pany has come to the point of 
collapse, putting up to 1,700 
jobs at risk - most of them in 
the Black Country. 

Some question whether Caparo’s 
largely unsuccessful venture into 
building a road-legal supercar may 
have played a role in its current woes. 

A large team from accountants PwC - Price- 
waterhouseCoopers - is now at work on the 
administration of Caparo Industries, assessing 
which parts can be saved and sold. 

Caparo Industries, part of the wider Caparo 
group owned by Lord Paul of Marylebone - 
Chancellor of the University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton - is the biggest manufacturing business in 
the Black Country. 

Based in Oldbury, it has 20 other sites at 
Cradley Heath, Willenhall, Bilston, West Bro¬ 
mwich and Wednesbury. 

Some businesses within the group almost 
certainly face closure, with the loss of poten¬ 
tially hundreds of local jobs. 

While the current steel crisis - which on 
Monday claimed 1,200 more jobs with Tata 
announcing redundancies in Scunthorpe and 
Scotland - has been cited as the cause of its 
woes, that may not be the only factor in the 
collapse of Caparo Industries. 

Impact 

Matt Hammond, lead administrator from 
PwC, said: “The impact of steel prices and ex¬ 
change rates has had an impact on some parts 
of the Caparo Industries group. However, there 
are businesses in the group that are not directly 
affected by steel prices, and likewise many 
where there is both strong customer demand 
and critical supplier support.” 

Those looking for other factors in the col¬ 
lapse have pointed to the heavy expense of 
developing the Caparo T1 two-seater sports 
car. Initially launched in 2007, the plan was to 
make up to 25 a year with a price tag of more 
than £200,000 apiece, but the project ran into 
the recession and it is thought no more than 30 
were made. 

The sports car business went quiet until an 
apparent relaunch last year of the Caparo T1 
Evolution ‘hypercar’, this time with a price per 
car of 1.1 million euros, or £800,000. 

Apart from a few public appearances, such as 
its appearance in police livery as part of a cam¬ 
paign against dangerous driving at the Auto¬ 
car International show at the NEC in January, 
nothing more has been heard. 

Development of the car and use of advanced 
carbon technology composites will have been 
expensive and it does not appear to have pro¬ 
duced the sales necessary to cover those costs.

PEOPLE power is transforming a former 
crime-ridden park in Halesowen. 

Hawne Park had become a magnet for drug 
addicts and vandals but residents are now 
saying ‘enough is enough’ and have formed a 
friends’ group to protect their park. 

The group, formed by the residents of Carol 
Crescent, is already working to revamp the 
park. 

Members are working towards funding for 
a new gate, improved entrances and a new 
footpath from Short Street. 

They are also aiming for four new football 


pitches, fencing improvements and a toddlers 
playground. 

The friends’ group said many break-ins oc¬ 
curred in the area as thieves hid in the park’s 
overgrown bushes and woodland, with at 
least 19 burglaries in the area in the last year. 

After Sandra McHardy’s neighbour was 
burgled, she decided to pull together with 
husband Jim and neighbour Paul Thurlow to 
create the Friends of Hawne Park. 

They have held a meeting with police, coun¬ 
cillors and Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris, as well as get-togethers with 


Belle Vale councillors Ian Cooper, Donella 
Russell, Bob James, Simon Phipps. 

Councillor Cooper said Dudley Council had 
already improved street lighting in the area 
and the group’s efforts were ‘greatly wel¬ 
comed’. 

Chairman of the group, Paul Thurlow, aged 
57, said: “We’ve seen the community really 
come together after we created the group and 
thousands of pamphlets have gone out to res¬ 
idents within the last few weeks, which has 
a questionnaire illustrating what improve¬ 
ments people would like to see at the park.”

Parents prompt 
nursery U-turn 

BOSSES have scrapped plans to cut 
opening times and reduce the number 
of children at a popular nursery 
Rowley Owls Nursery, run by neigh¬ 
bouring Rowley Hall Primary School, 
launched a consultation on proposals 
to open for fewer hours and only take 
children aged two and above. 

Dozens of parents signed a petition 
opposing the plans. 

Nicola Stanley, headteacher at Row- 
ley Hall Primary, said: “It seems par¬ 
ents and children really love what we 
are doing and want to keep the nursery 
as it is.”

Police stepping up 
patrols at quarry 

YOUTHS trespassing at a quarry in Rowley 
Regis have prompted police to increase 
patrols around the site. 

Young people are reported to be con¬ 
gregating and drinking alcohol at the 
Edwin Richards Quarry on Portway Road, 
with graffiti being sprayed on buildings and 
fires being lit. 

Rowley Regis’ local neighbourhood po¬ 
lice team are conducting regular patrols to 
deter any further problems. 

Earlier this year bosses at Edwin Rich¬ 
ards Quarry warned of the dangers of tres¬ 
passing at the quarry. FCC Environment 
stepped up their own patrols.

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axed at BMet college sites 


250 jobs are 

MORE than 250 jobs have been axed by a college 
which has campuses in Stourbridge and Brierley 
Hill 

Birmingham Metropolitan College (BMet) has 
confirmed that all but six of the employees had left 
voluntarily following its workforce review. 

Bosses say they had been forced to slash the 
number of posts at the college, which runs sites in 
Stourbridge, Brierley Hill, Great Barr and Kidder¬ 
minster, due to a reduction in funding. 

Principal Andrew Cleaves said a total of 246 
people opted for voluntary severance while there 
were also six compulsory redundancies. 

He added it had been ‘a challenging process’ for 


the college, funding having been cut by a third in 
recent years. 

The workforce review was announced in April 
this year. 

“Earlier this year, the college announced it 
needed to make efficiencies in order to respond to 
reductions in funding,” he said. 

“We had a good response to our voluntary sev¬ 
erance programme and delivered most of our tar¬ 
geted savings through this scheme.” 

He continued: “We worked closely with staff 
and their representatives and 246 posts were ac¬ 
cepted for voluntary severance, with only six staff 
made redundant. 


“Whilst this was a difficult exercise for all con¬ 
cerned, we were pleased that we were able to min¬ 
imise the number of redundancies. 

“We have moved through this challenging pro¬ 
cess and remain a strong organisation delivering 
education and training to local communities and 
regional businesses, building the skills needed for 
future prosperity,” added Mr Cleaves. 

Before the staff cuts, BMet had 1,600 staff 
across 13 sites which include Stourbridge’s Hag- 
ley Road campus, Brierley Hill’s Art and Design 
Centre and Advanced Technology Centre, the 
James Watt campus in Great Barr and Kidder¬ 
minster Academy. 


Greed got the better 
of cannabis grower 


Council get 
extra funds 
for electric 
car charging 

CHARGING points for electric vehi¬ 
cles will be installed on three car parks 
across Dudley borough as part of a 
£164,000 project. 

Dudley Council has received funding 
from the Office of Low Emission Vehi¬ 
cles to help cover the cost of installing 
the new equipment. 

The car parks selected for the charg¬ 
ing points are in Stafford Street, Dud¬ 
ley, Level Street, Brierley Hill and at 
Andrew Road, Halesowen. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental services, will 
discuss the proposals and the fees at a 
meeting today (Thu). 

A report says: “From experience of 
units operating elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try, it is recommended a minimum 
charge of £2.50 for a 10 minute charge 
followed by a 25p charge for every min¬ 
ute thereafter. 


A CANNABIS grower from Hale¬ 
sowen who started supplying 
street dealers when greed got 
the better of him has been jailed. 

Scott Wheelwright grew drugs with 
an estimated value of up to £25,000 at 
his Stourdell Road home. 

Police raided the property in January 
and found 28 plants, of which 16 were still 
growing and could have fetched between 
£2,800 and £11,000 depending on crop. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
police tracked the 26-year-old down after 
arresting brothers George and Daniel Bed- 
dall, of Oldwell Road, Stourbridge. Both 
pleaded guilty last month to possession of 
a Class B drug with intent to supply. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said 
31-year-old Daniel and his brother George 
were addicted to cannabis. He added: “Mr 
Wheelwright was growing the cannabis 
that was then being supplied directly by 
him to others, including George and Daniel 
Beddall, who would then go on to supply to 
other users.” 

On October 22 last year, George was 
stopped by police and found with five bags 
of cannabis valued at £50. Searching the 
brothers’ home, officers found 120 grams 
of cannabis valued at £760-£l,000, cash, 
‘grip seal’ bags, scales, and a ‘dealer list’. 

Officers linked the trio via their text 
messages and arrested 26-year-old Wheel¬ 
wright on January 13. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, mitigating 
for Wheelwright, said: “He admitted that 
he became greedy and saw it as an easy way 
to make extra money.” 

Daniel Beddall has since secured a good 
job and addressed his cannabis addiction, 
Mr Gurdeep Garcha, mitigating, said. Mr 
Richard Davenport, mitigating for George 
Beddall, said the 23-year-old, who has men¬ 
tal health issues, has been on a disability 
living allowance and was selling to fund his 
addiction. He had since come off drugs. 

Wheelwright, who had earlier pleaded 
guilty to cultivation of a Class B drug and 
supply, was jailed for 12 months. Recorder 
Richard Atkinson sentenced both Daniel 
and George Beddall to eight months’ jail 
suspended for two years, 120 hours’ unpaid 
work, and four month curfew. 

Recorder Atkinson said: “Cannabis is not 
harmless. It is a drug which has dangerous 
side effects and is socially corrosive.”

Grit-ting ready for winter weather 


A MOUNTAIN of grit is ready for 
Dudley Council to help keep driv¬ 
ers stays safe on the borough’s 
roads across as temperatures begin 
to drop and a harsh winter is being 
predicted. 

Teams from Dudley Council have 
been stockpiling more than 6,000 
tons of rock salt to treat the high¬ 
ways this autumn and winter. 

Grit is kept at warehouses at the 
council depot in Lister Road, Neth- 
erton, and taken out by teams of 


lorries when ice and snow threaten. 

There are 10 gritting lorries and 
two towable trucks available to 
around 60 staff who work on the 
gritting team, including drivers, 
loaders, mechanics and supervi¬ 
sors. 

Dudley Councillor Hilary Bills, in 
charge of environmental services, 
said: “Preparations are in hand 
ahead of any severe weather. 

“We have a total of 6,400 tonnes 
of salt in stock. Our gritting team 


will be on hand to work around 
the clock to keep almost 300 miles 
of roads clear during any severe 
weather. 

“We also have a network of over 
1,000 grit bins across the borough 
which will be filled ready for people 
to use when the freezing weather 
comes.” 

People can find their nearest 
grit bin by typing in their postcode 
to the ‘Find My Local’ section at 
www.dudley.gov.uk website. 


Trial 

“It is recommended this charge is in¬ 
troduced on a trial basis and reviewed 
after the charging points have been op¬ 
erational for a few months. 

“The pricing structure will then be 
reviewed annually with other published 
fees and charges.” 

The council will be putting £14,000 
into the scheme from its own transport 
budget.

Dudley Council will continue to take 
appropriate action to safeguard minors 
and bring offenders to justice.”

Taxi driver 
jailed for 
sex assault 
on woman 

A TAXI driver has been jailed for 
sexually assaulting a woman he was 
dropping home after a night out. 

Muhammad Zia kissed the 19-year- 
old’s hand and put his hand on the in¬ 
side of her thigh He then grabbed her 
after she got out of the vehicle. Victim 
Enya Emerson, of Coseley, has since 
waived her right to anonymity to urge 
women who have been in similar situ¬ 
ations to step forward and tell police. 

Married man Zia, aged 39, of Pax¬ 
ton Road, Stourbridge, was told by 
Judge Michael Challinor said: “Taxis 
play an important role in keeping 
people, especially young women, safe 
at night. To that extent taxi drivers 
are trusted. If you breach that trust, 
you will go to prison as a deterrent 
and punishment to let others know 
as taxi drivers they must behave ap¬ 
propriately at all times, or they will 
be punished.” 

On October 25, 2014, the victim had 
been out with friends and took a taxi 
home in the early hours of the next 
day. Once outside her address Zia 
took her hand, kissed it, then placed 
his hand on the inside of her thigh. 

Mr Thomas Spratt, prosecuting, 
said she was unable to leave the taxi 
as child locks were on. When Zia 
opened the door, she walked past him 
and he grabbed her but she escaped 
his grip and went into her house. 

Mr Thomas Schofield, mitigating, 
said Zia was previously of ‘impeccable 
character’ and had lost his taxi driver 
licence as a result of the incident. 

Jailed for six months, he will notify 
as a sex offender for seven years.

Closure — museum and art gallery 


DUDLEY Museum and Art Gallery 
will close, up to 275 jobs will be lost 
and council tax will rise as part of 
savage cuts revealed by the borough 
council. 

Drastic cuts will be made across 
its departments, including children’s 
services, while Dudley Zoo and Castle 
will be stripped of some of its grant, 
as the authority attempts to save £20 
million over the next three years. 

The cuts include: 

• Dudley Museum and Art Gallery 
to be turned into housing or offices 

• Dudley Zoo and Castle to be 


stripped of £200,000 over three years 

• Opening hours slashed at cus¬ 
tomer service centre Dudley Council 
Plus 

• Red House Glass Cone in Words- 
ley opening hours also cut 

• Voluntary groups to be asked to 
help maintain parks 

The measures were announced as 
part of the council’s budget proposals 
for 2015/16 which are to be finalised 
in March. 

It follows the announcement that 
133 full-time jobs could be axed as a 
result of the plans. 


The figure is expected to rise to 275 
by 2018/19. 

Finance boss Councillor David 
Sparks said the council had been 
forced to take tough decisions due to 
a large drop in Government funding. 
The authority will still have to find 
another £50m of savings by 2020 
even if it passes all the latest ones 
proposed. 

Council tax is set to rise by just 
under two per cent next year, the 
maximum permitted without a ref¬ 
erendum. Proposed cuts go before the 
Labour cabinet on Wednesday.

Hospital bosses aim to

Tall order 
for artist 
to show 
his metal 


VISITORS to Dudley Zoo 
will be welcomed by animals 
of a different kind follow¬ 
ing the installation of five 
life-sized metal sculptures 
around the Castle Hill at¬ 
traction. 

They are the work of 
Shropshire artist Tim Roper 
who has been crafting the 
pieces since January. 

The works, depicting a gi¬ 
raffe, orangutan, tiger, sea 
lion and crocodile, have been 
placed on the approach from 
the car park. 

Mr Roper, 45, from 
Bridgnorth, became in¬ 
volved in the project after 
bosses saw his work at an 
event in Ironbridge. “This 
was probably around three 
years ago now. I had made 
an 8ft sculpture of a giraffe,” 
he said. “I was asked if I 
could create something sim¬ 
ilar in life-size for the zoo.” 

Mr Roper started work on 
the five pieces at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. He began 
by sketching the animals 
and then worked in 3D on 
a computer before working 
in metal. The sculptures 
are made from hundreds of 
pieces welded together and 
then galvanised. The 15ft 
giraffe was the biggest art¬ 
work he has done.

A JILTED man who threatened to torch his 
former partner’s home has been jailed for 
two years. 

Shaun Lloyd doused himself and the stairs leading 
to the first floor flat in fuel - and then asked for a 
lighter. 

The drama came just hours after police had ordered the 
28-year-old not to go to the address where he had previ¬ 
ously tried to stab a member 
of the family who was trying 
to stop him getting inside. 

The couple had broken 
up after four years together 
during which time they had 
two children, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told. 

Lloyd was drunk when 
he went to his ex-partner’s 
home in Sky Walk, Cradley 
Heath, and slapped her fa¬ 
ther across the face on April 
3. He butted and punched a 
door, causing £100 damage, 
before taking a knife from a 
kitchen drawer and waving 
it around. 

Mr John Evans, prose¬ 
cuting, said added: “He was 
screaming and shouting.” 

The defendant left the 
flat and poked the knife 
blade through a crack in the 
front door as a member of 
the family tried to shut it in 
his face. 

Police arrived shortly 
after 3am, arrested Lloyd 
and later released him on 
bail on condition he stayed 
away from the address. But 
hours later he arrived back 
at the flat holding a can of 
fuel. 

Mr Evans said: “He got in 


through the unlocked front 
door, poured petrol over his 
head, down the stairs and on 
the walls. He then left, pour¬ 
ing more petrol as he went 
before asking for a lighter.” 

Lloyd later told police he 
had not intended to carry 
out his threat to burn the 
place down and was merely 
trying to ‘get the attention’ 
of his former partner. 

Mr Ben Williams, defend¬ 
ing, said: “It must have been 
terrifying for her but this 
was desperate behaviour. 
He was taking the break up 
in their relationship very 
badly and behaving in an 
utterly inappropriate way. 
The fact that he thought he 
had to go to these lengths to 
attract her attention shows 
how desperate he was. Alco¬ 
hol also played its part.” 

Lloyd from Bolton 
Square, West Bromwich, ad¬ 
mitted affray, assault, crimi¬ 
nal damage and threatening 
to damage property. Judge 
Mark Eades told him: “Your 
behaviour towards your for¬ 
mer partner was appalling.” 


Urban climber aims

A REAL life superhero who 
has scaled 145 of the world’s 
tallest buildings will be vis¬ 
iting the Black Country 
next month to talk about his 
death-defying feats. 

Dubbed ‘Spider-Man’, 
Frenchman Alain Rob¬ 
ert has also climbed cliffs, 
mountains and gorges 
without any ropes or safety 
equipment. His climb of the 
world’s tallest building, the 
2,717 feet tall Burj Khalifa 
in Dubai, was global front 
page news in 2011. 

Mr Robert, aged 53, is 
well known for attempt¬ 
ing amazing climbs with 
his bare hands — despite 
suffering from vertigo, ep¬ 
ilepsy and being medically 
assessed as disabled.

Alain suffered a major fall 
in 1982, broke several bones 
and was in a coma for five 
days.

Since 
then he has undertaken 
more than 70 climbs includ¬ 
ing the Eiffel Tower, the 
Empire State Building and 
Petronas Towers in Kuala 
Lumpur.

Attacks on 
medics are 
getting 
even worse 

MORE than 600 West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance staff have 
been attacked on the job 
in the past three years - 
and the problem is getting 
worse. 

During the 2012/13 fi¬ 
nancial year, 175 staff were 
physically assaulted on the 
job, jumping to 207 the fol¬ 
lowing year, with 231 log¬ 
ging assaults during the 
2014/15 year. 

Just last week an ad¬ 
vanced paramedic re¬ 
sponding to a 999 call had 
fireworks thrown at his ve¬ 
hicle, meaning he was off 
the road and unable to do 
his job for an hour, and an¬ 
other ambulance crew had 
eggs thrown at them as four 
yobs attempted to get in to 
the cab of the vehicle in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Incidents like this can 
be terrifying for the staff 
involved and can result in 
serious injuries, as well as 
tying up vital emergency 
resources. 

Punched 

A list of physical attacks 
on staff provided by West 
Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice ranges from being 
spat on, grabbed, punched, 
scratched and kicked, to 
numerous accounts of in¬ 
appropriate sexual contact 
and having items thrown 
at them, including shoes, 
equipment and even a brick. 

While many list the cause 
as mental health, clinical, or 
not known, the majority are 
attributed to the use of alco¬ 
hol or drugs.

Bosses rule out extra free 
hospital parking due to cost

A CHURCH pastor has thanked the 
‘kind and generous’ community that 
has donated thousands of pounds to a 
fire-hit centre. 

Rev Leon Evans, from the Zion 
Christian Centre in Halesowen, said 
the reaction of people since the blaze 
over a month ago has been staggering. 

Around £20,000 has been donated 
to help the Little Cornbow Church 
rebuild after dozens of firefighters 
tackled a blaze at the church for more 
than three hours in the early hours of 
August 30. 


At its height there were eight teams 
of firefighters on the scene. There was 
‘extensive damage’ to at least half of 
the auditorium and smoke damage to 
the rest of the building. 

Rev Evans, who has been the 
church’s pastor for the past 15 years, 
said everyone at the church had been 
surprised by the amount that has been 
donated. 

“People have been so kind and gen¬ 
erous and the money will help us with 
the things that aren’t covered by in¬ 
surance,” he said. 


“We’re very much surprised but de¬ 
lighted by the amount, which has come 
from individuals, people connected 
with the church and other organisa¬ 
tions. The strength of the church and 
the wider community has really shone 
through and the way people have 
pulled together has been great. It’s re¬ 
ally been overwhelming.” 

The congregation have been attend¬ 
ing services at a neighbouring build¬ 
ing owned by the church. The former 
warehouse has been refurbished to 
welcome 500 worshippers. 


FREE 30-minute parking for patients and visitors to Sandwell 
Hospital has been ruled out by bosses. 

Managers at the hospital said it would cost them £500,000 a year to 
introduce such a measure and that would risk eating into patient care. 

Drivers currently get 15 minutes free but Sandwell Council asked 
for an extension after learning that Telford’s Princess Royal and Roy¬ 
al Shrewsbury hospitals offer 30 minutes at no charge. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, of the coun- - 


cil’s health scrutiny board, said: “They 
have been able to do it so why can’t 
we? It is a big concern to people. 

“Their rationale is that they only 
charge what it costs to provide and 
maintain the car park. We don’t want 
to remove money from patient care.” 

Chairman of the scrutiny board, 
Councillor Paul Sandars, said he was 
going to press hospital bosses for more 
answers. 

Contentious 

The cost of hospital parking has 
proved to be a contentious issue as 
many believe patients and visitors are 
being made to pay too much. 

It currently costs £2.60 to park for 
an hour at Sandwell Hospital, £3.60 
for two hours, £4.10 for three hours 
and £4.60 for four hours. A 24-hour 
stay costs £5.10. 

A report from Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Sandwell General, said: 
“The cost to offer this additional 15 
minutes free parking at SWBH would 
be cost prohibitive and is not currently 
being considered. There are also no 
proposals to apply the tariff from 
Shrewsbury and Telford at SWBH. 

“The infrastructure, car park¬ 
ing and security arrangements are 
very different and the impact of the 
proposal would be a deficit of circa 
£500,000 per annum.”

Branch secretary Mark Spilsbury 
said: “It’s a bigger march this year 
and we think more people will be 
coming to it. 

“We also think there will be more 
people at the crematorium and so we 
need more people to help out as mar¬ 
shals to keep the route clear. We’re 
looking for any ex-service personnel 
or anyone with marshalling experi¬ 
ence who can help to get in touch.”

FIVE MINUTES FROM MERRY HILL 
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IN MY VIEW

Square is 
real retail 
therapy to 
help town 


THERE hasn’t been much in the way of 
cheer for our beleaguered town centres 
over the past few years, but at last there 
is something to shout about. 

The number of visitors to West Brom¬ 
wich’s New Square shopping centre has 
rocketed by 25 per cent over the past 
year, increasing from an already impres¬ 
sive 4.1 million in 2015 to 5.5 million in 
2015. The growth in visitor numbers to 
West Bromwich will inevitably mean a de¬ 
cline in shoppers somewhere else. How¬ 
ever in these days where our high streets 
have been decimated by the shift to¬ 
wards online shopping and these ghast¬ 
ly out-of-town shopping centres, isn’t it 
heartening to see people returning to a 
once struggling town centre? 

Let nobody forget just how moribund 
West Bromwich was just five years ago. 
Row after row of empty shop units, take¬ 
aways and betting shops. And of course, 
the laughable Public arts complex. 

Of course, there are still many empty 
and under-used buildings in West Brom¬ 
wich, but it would be churlish to deny that 
this is now a town which has turned the 
corner after years in the doldrums. 

And planners in neighbouring towns 
would do well to look at West Bromwich 
as a shining example of what can be done 
when the powers-that-be ask and listen 
to what both the public and business 
want, and bend over backwards to give 
it to them. Big, modern shop units rather 
than trendy highbrow arts projects, plen¬ 
tiful car parking right outside the shops 
rather than half-baked pedestrianisation 
schemes, and big-name retailers rather 
than pie-in-the-sky dreaming about her¬ 
itage and tourism.

ONE question though. Since West Bro¬ 
mwich seems to now be doing reasona¬ 
bly well, whatever does Sandwell Council 
stand to be gained by lumping itself in 
with this ridiculous joint authority? 

Already people are starting to refer to 
Birmingham and its “city region”, before 
final approval has even been ratified. 
Councillors promise there will be no loss 
of identity, but many of them are the same 
people who 10 years ago were clinging to 
a ludicrous vision that by the year 2030 
The Public would blaze a trail across the 
land for a renaissance based on the arts, 
and that Dudley would become a national 
standard-bearer for town-centre regener¬ 
ation.

Preserving the past 
has a bright future 


ROBERT COX meets the new 
Chairman of the Black Country 
Living Museum Trustees, 
college boss Lowell Williams 

THE ‘feeling of steam, dirt and 
grime in your face’ - that’s what the 
Black Country means to the man 
taking over one of its most popular 
attractions. 

Lowell Williams has guided Dudley 
College through some of the biggest 
changes in its history. And now he has 
set his sights on the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum. 

Top of his agenda is transforming the Tip- 
ton Road site into more of a ‘complete experi¬ 
ence’ that throws visitors back into a different 
era. 

The Dudley College principal has been on 
the board of trustees at the Black Country 
Living Museum for 18 months and is now step¬ 
ping up to replace John Hughes as chairman. 

While respecting the progress made under 
his predecessor, who has been in the role since 
2006, Mr Williams has set his sights on ex¬ 
panding the reach of the iconic site. 

Exciting 

Earlier this year the museum’s tramway 
reopened for business after 18 months out of 
action. 

The museum has also created a new en¬ 
trance to welcome the 60,000 school children 
who visit the attraction every year, as well as 
to help cut queues. 

The new boss says it is a transformational 
and exciting phase in the museum’s history. 

He adds: “The trams are up and running. 
They have done hundreds of miles over the 
summer and everyone loves them. 

“There is a steam forge hammer which is 
currently being restored for the canal arm. It 
will be the only one in the Black Country. 

“More importantly we are working on the 
masterplan for the site. The site is good but 
there are opportunities to make it better.”

The masterplan is intended to be a 10-year 
forward plan to preserve the museum’s future. 

At Mr Hughes’ final meeting as chair, trus¬ 
tees discussed how they could ‘reimagine’ the 
site to give visitors a more authentic experi¬ 
ence. 

The museum is now a major partner of Arts 
Council England which means it can attract 
greater funding - hence the increased ambi¬ 
tion. 


It comes as the museum was turned into a 
film set last week, as BBC drama Peaky Blin¬ 
ders, starring Cillian Murphy, was shot there. 

Mr Williams says the extra exposure will 
only improve the museum’s reputation. He 
adds: “The site has been put together by an 
acquisition of assets to make our collection. 
Weaved through that is the story of the indus¬ 
trial heritage of the Black Country. 

“The board think it could be an even more 


immersive experience when people come and 
visit. It can give an even stronger impression 
of ‘black by day and red by night.’ 

“I think we can bring together some of our 
assets so they are better connected and get 
that feeling of steam, dirt and grime so it is 
really in your face as you go through.” The 
new chairman has set his sights of linking up 
further with Dudley Canal Trust and Dudley 
Zoo and also wants to build on the relationship 
with his primary employer. 

“The museum offers my students great op¬ 
portunities,” he says. “We work on the muse¬ 
um’s marketing and some of our students take 
part in our evening performances here. 

“Our engineering students work on the de¬ 
sign on some of the parts required for the vehi¬ 
cles here which you can no longer buy. 

“We can build on the great relationship and 
give back something after all they have given 
to us. 

“It is great to be taking over as chair of the 
trustees as the museum is on the up, and that 
applies to every indicator. 

“Visitor numbers are 13 per cent up. Our fi¬ 
nances, which are independent and do not rely 
on public handouts, are strong. 

“But probably more important is the mu¬ 
seum is one year into a strategic plan. We are 
finishing the appraisal for further develop¬ 
ment and there are a number of very big pro¬ 
jects about to get off the ground.” 

Building 

As for outgoing chair John Hughes, he is 
certain Mr Williams can take the attraction 
onto greater things despite the success under 
his leadership. 

He says: “It has been a very exciting and 
rewarding time and I believe the museum has 
developed considerably. 

“At the start of my period as chair we were 
coming to the end of a big building programme 
and in my time we have built the worker’s 
institute, and the whole of this 1930s street 
which has got the world-famous fish and chip 
shop, as well as three others. 

“Later there was a period of difficult trading 
but since then we have been able to grow our 
numbers and the museum is currently going to 
have incredible numbers this year. 

“I certainly feel we are on the up.”

Rare cup memorabilia 
to go under hammer 


A PAIR of the most rare 
and valuable Black Coun¬ 
try football programmes 
go under the hammer later 
this month. 

The monumental 1886 FA Cup 
final programme between West 
Bromwich Albion and Blackburn 
Rovers is made up of just a single 
sheet, featuring the team line-ups 
and an advertisement on the back. 

It is one of the rarest pieces of 
football memorabilia and is par¬ 
ticularly significant as it was Albi¬ 
on’s first ever appearance at an FA 
Cup final. 

The programme was worth 
two old pennies at the time and 
has been described as ‘extremely 
scarce’. It will go up for sale at Gra¬ 
ham Budd Auctions in a ‘Sporting 
Memorabilia’ auction in London on 
October 27. 

The match was played at 
the Kennington Oval, now the 
Test-playing home of Surrey 
County Cricket Club, to a crowd of 
15,000 on April 3. Albion boasted 
four England internationals in

their team, with goalkeeper Bob 
Roberts, midfielder Charlie Perry, 
forward George Woodhall and cap¬ 
tain Jem Bayliss. It was the first of 
West Brom’s 10 FA Cup final ap¬ 
pearances and was the first time 
a Midlands club had reached the 
final. 

Auctioneer Graham Budd said: 
“Any programmes of this nature, 
pre-First World War are excep¬ 
tionally rare. This programme was 
worth only two old pennies in 1886, 
but we expect a number of collec¬ 
tors to show a very keen interest 
as it is a very scarce piece of mem¬ 
orabilia. 

“I imagine we’d be looking in the 
region of £20,000 to £25,000 for it.” 

The match finished 0-0, with one 
of the rules at the time being both 
teams needed to agree for extra 
time to take place. Albion were 
keen to continue but Blackburn 
Rovers refused, forcing a replay a 


week later at Derbyshire County 
Cricket Club’s Racecourse Ground. 

The replay was noteworthy as it 
was the first time an FA Cup final 
had been played outside of London 
and both the final and replay being 
refereed by Major Francis Marin - 
din. 

Blackburn went on to beat Al¬ 
bion 2-0, making it their third suc¬ 
cessive FA Cup final victory. 

At the same auction there will 
also be a 1921 Wolves v Tottenham 
Hotspur FA Cup final programme, 
which was played at Stamford 
Bridge. It originally cost 6d, which 
was sixpence, or three pence in 
modern money and was produced 
as it was one of the last finals 
played before the competition 
moved to Wembley in 1923. 

Wolves were led by their first 
club manager, Jack Addenbro- 
oke, but went down 1-0 to a single 
Jimmy Dimmock goal. The the cup 
was presented by King George V. 

Mr Budd believes the pro¬ 
gramme will fetch between ‘£1,000 
and £1,500.’

A court heard the Staffordshire Bull Terrier be¬ 
came ‘aggravated’ by the noise of children playing. 

Owner, Paula Ann Taylor, opened her garden gate to ask 
children not to tease the dog and even offered to let them 
stroke the animal but it ran out and attacked the child. 


The dog, Sapphire, has 
been ordered to be destroyed 
by Dudley Magistrates 
Court — despite letters of 
support for the owner. 

The girl was playing with 
friends in an alley beside 
Taylor’s house in Abbey 
Road, Cradley Heath, when 
the dog attacked her. Tay¬ 
lor, 49, was found guilty of 
owning and being in charge 
of a dog dangerously out of 
control causing injury. 

She was given a one 
month community order 
with a curfew from 7am 
to 7pm and ordered to pay 
£1,449 including court costs, 
compensation and kennel 
fees. She had pleaded guilty 
at an earlier hearing. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “The dog was 
loose in the back garden and 
could be heard barking. Ms 
Taylor went to check it was 
okay and could hear chil¬ 
dren playing in the alleyway 
near her house and this ag¬ 
gravated the dog. 

“Ms Taylor opened the

gate and asked the children 
not to tease the dog but 
said that they could stroke 
it if they wanted to. The 
children refused but the 
dog managed to break free, 
chase and bite the child.” 

Taylor had owned the 
former rescue dog for 16 
months. Mr Andrew Kerry, 
defending, said: “It is clear 
that Ms Taylor wishes she 
had never opened the gate 
but in order for her to see 
into the alleyway she had to, 
and the dog broke free. She 
is horrified at the thought of 
Sapphire being destroyed. 
The dog has previously been 
well behaved.” 

Chairman of the bench, 
Claire Challinor, said: “We 
have heard and read letters 
of support of not destroying 
Sapphire but she does rep¬ 
resent a danger and we do 
order the destruction of her, 
as there is a need to ensure 
the public are protected.”

Site visit is

Dudley Council will 
introduce the measure 
on a section of Nether- 
end Lane, near its junc¬ 
tion with Apperley Way, 
following a string of 
complaints from resi¬ 
dents who say parked 
cars clog up the pavement. 

Objections had been 
raised from residents living 
nearby who feared it would 
just result in cars being 
parked on smaller side 
streets, as well as a busi¬ 
ness which has concerns 
the move could hit trade. 

The scheme, which will 
cost £2,500 to bring into 
force, has now been ap¬ 
proved by Councillor Hi¬ 
lary Bills, Dudley Council’s 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronmental services ‘due 
to continued concerns for 
safety’.

Sandwell councillors 
have been advised to ap¬ 
prove an application to 
convert the building in 
Pennant Road, Cradley 
Heath. The proposal sub¬ 
mitted by Krundil Develop¬ 
ments is to create a home 
with 21 rooms. But eight 
objections have been lodged 
by neighbours to the site.

Young drug dealer is 
given second chance 

A YOUNG drug dealer found with cannabis has been 
given a second chance by a judge. 

Luke Coni, aged 20, was caught with 648 grams of 
cannabis when police raided his home in Bridge Street, 
Coseley, on May 27.

Coni pleaded guilty to possession of a Class B drug with 
intent to supply, and was sentenced to eight months’ de¬ 
tention, suspended for 18 months, a rehabilitation activ¬ 
ity requirement and 160 hours of unpaid work.

Brave Ami 
shaves head 
for relatives 
with cancer 

A BRAVE mother-of-three who had both legs 
amputated has had her head shaved for can¬ 
cer charities. 

Ami Smith, aged 28, decided on the move after her 
grandfather Glyn Nicholls, 57, was diagnosed with 
throat and gullet cancer. This blow came after his 
older sister Jane had also found she had cancer. 

Mrs Smith from Wood Cross, Coseley, who had legs am¬ 
putated as a result of throm¬ 
bosis in 2007 and 2010, 
explained: “I wanted to do 
something to help research 
into cancer and the care of 
those who are affected by it. 

“My hair was halfway 
down my back and having 
it cut off was the only way 
I could think of raising 
money. 

“I could not do a spon¬ 
sored walk or anything like 
that because I have no arti¬ 
ficial legs because of compli¬ 
cations with my condition.” 

She continued: “I am 
surprised by the outcome. 

I have never had a crew cut 
before, it feels alright. I was 
a bit worried about how I 
would look, but the end re¬ 
sult is nowhere near as bad 
as I feared. I am not making 
a big issue about it because 
my hair will grow back.” 

Mr Nicholls, of St Giles 
Road, Willenhall, started the 
haircut, which is set to raise 
more than £400. The hair¬ 
cut was finished by her hus¬ 
band Jordan. He confessed: 

“It was a bit of a shock after 
seeing her with long hair for 
so long but I love her with or 
without hair. 

“I am very proud of her. 

Not many people would 
be able to worry about the 
plight of others if they had 
the sort of problems Ami 
has had to deal with.”

iconic structures safe 


AN iconic animal closure at Dudley Zoo is no longer ‘at 
risk’ according to a heritage watchdog — following the 
completion of £1 million improvement works. 

Dudley Zoo’s bear ravine and kiosk, built in the 1930s, 
were deemed under threat by Heritage England back in 
2009. 

But after masonry repair work and the hiring of two 
workers to look after the enclosure, which was home to 
bears 30 years ago, it has been removed from the Historic 
England At Risk register. 

While work was being carried out, engineers discovered 
the names of bears formerly housed at the building still 
painted over their den doors, which bosses decided to keep. 

The ravine, built by Berthold Lubetkin and is Tecton ar¬ 
chitectural practice, is considered a prime example of mod¬ 
ernist architecture and has been restored to replicate how 
it would have looked when originally built. 

It is one of the zoo’s collection of Tecton buildings, with 
12 listed structures around the Castle Hill site which were 
intended for both animal and visitor use.

LOOMING large over the Black Country, this cloud taking 
the shape of the British Isles had people looking up to the 


UP to 17 per cent of expect¬ 
ant mothers are smoking while 
pregnant in parts of the Black 
Country - though the number 
has started to fall. 

Sandwell is the only area of the 
Black Country to see an increase, 
with 10.5 per cent of mothers-to-be 
lighting up, compared to 10 per cent 
last year. 

Wolverhampton still has the region’s 
highest number, with 16.9 per cent, but it 
has dropped from 18.8 per cent. 

Cannock was the only other local area 
to see an increase, from 10.4 per cent to 
12.1 per cent. 

Walsall’s fell from 14.7 to 14.1 per cent, 
Dudley’s from 15.7 to 15.1 per cent, and 
Stafford’s from 14.5 to 9.5 per cent. 

From April to June this year, a total of 
675 women were recorded as smoking at 
the time of birth, leading to fears unborn 
babies are being caused serious harm.

According to the latest figure from 
the Health and Social Care Information 
Centre, the number of pregnant women 
smoking across England dropped by 0.6 
per cent. 

Experts say smoking during pregnancy 
can cause serious pregnancy-related 
health problems. 

Complications 

These include complications during la¬ 
bour and an increased risk of miscarriage, 
premature birth, low birth-weight and 
sudden unexpected death in infancy. 

Sandwell’s director of health, Jyoti Atri, 
said: “We have been working closely with 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust to actively identify pregnant smok¬ 
ers. They have recently introduced rou¬ 
tine carbon monoxide tests for pregnant 
women and this is probably why we have 
seen a recent increase. 


“The details of all of the pregnant 
smokers are then shared with our service 
and they are offered smoking cessation 
support, through one of our smoking ces¬ 
sation providers.” 

Professor Kevin Fenton, director of 
health and well-being at Public Health 
England, said: “There are still signifi¬ 
cant differences across regions and social 
groups with the burden and harm hitting 
hardest in more deprived communities. 

“Stopping smoking is the best thing a 
woman and her partner can do to protect 
their own health and the health of their 
baby, both during pregnancy and after. 

“Quitting and remaining smoke-free 
can be difficult, and like many smokers 
expectant parents may need help. 

“Women who smoke need to know that 
they are increasing the chances of abnor¬ 
mal fetal growth and risking their baby 
being stillborn.” 

Despite the shocking results in the West 
Midlands, across England, the figures are 
the lowest since records began in 2006/07.

Time for cornhouse to rise to next 
level in town's gastro-style race 


IT’S been about two years since 
The Cornhouse opened its doors 
to an unsuspecting Shropshire 
public. 

The delightful bistro at the foot of 
Shrewsbury’s Wyle Cop had undergone a 
transformative change. Under its former 
ownership it had been dark, dingy and dis¬ 
tinctly unpalatable. 

And then, almost overnight, it was con¬ 
verted by its new owners into a bright and 
breezy, light and airy venue that produced 
distinctive and consistently good gastro 
classics. 

The Cornhouse occupies a fabulous loca¬ 
tion; it’s an easy walk for townsfolk and is 
between two of the town’s largest car parks, 
providing easy access for visitors. It seems 
to be busy most of the time and earns de- 
cent-to-good reviews on TripAdvisor. I just

get the feeling, however, that it’s ready to 
move up a level. 

The service is pretty good. Two men were 
working the floor on the evening my friend 
and I dined. They were exceptional. A slim, 
dark-haired man was a class act. He’d 
booked our table earlier and was attentive 
and engaging throughout. Charming and 
polite, he ran the show like clockwork, mak¬ 
ing sure our glasses were always half-full, 
rather than half-empty. He was a real asset. 

The food was pretty good, but could have 
been better. It was tasty, well-presented 
and decently-priced - but not particularly 
memorable. A flash of inspiration, a twist 
more seasoning, an additional ingredient 
here and there - those are the things that 
would have made all the difference. 

My friend started with a beetroot-and- 


vodka-cured salmon dish. Beautifully 
coloured and with knock-your-socks-off 
quantities of vodka, it was an accomplished 
if unspectacular starter. My crispy lamb 
salad was equally decent. Thin strips of 
deep-fried pulled lamb were golden and 
crunchy, contrasting well with the bitter 
leaves beneath. It was decent, but, in truth, 
it needed something else. 

Crispy 

The mains were similar. They were pretty 
good, decent but unremarkable. I opted for 
a chilli beef salad. Thin strips of crispy 
beef were piled high atop an Asian slaw. 
The plate had been scattered with cashew 
nuts and drizzled with sweet chilli. The 
contrasting zing-zang flavours and pleasing 
textures were a delight. The creaminess of 
the cashews provided balance against the 
gentle, just-two-on-the-thermostat heat of 


the chilli. It was good, but not great; ser¬ 
viceable but unspectacular. 

The bangers and mash was also fine. My 
friend polished off the plate and had no 
complaints. Though it wasn’t food that cap¬ 
tured the imagination, the ingredients were 
of a good quality and had been pleasantly 
cooked. 

A warm waffle and ice cream finished off 
my friend’s evening - and probably made 
his trousers a little tighter than they were 
at the start of the evening. Again, it was 
pleasant and enjoyable, if not unremarka¬ 
ble. I ate lemon tart, which was served with 
tart berries. It was so-so. 

The Cornhouse has established itself as 
a popular and respected venue during two 
hard years of trading. Running restaurants 
is no easy game and the owners deserve all 
credit for their work. It’s time now, how¬ 
ever, to push on and reach the next level.

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Winner for the Midlands

If you’re already a biker, you will 
know how some bikes can stir 
your soul, make your heart beat 
faster at the mere anticipation of 
the thrills to come. 

This is the essence of Triumph’s Speed 
Triple, the urgent beat of the engine 
through the tuned exhausts from the mo¬ 
ment you turn the key is a sensation to 
stir the blood. 

This beast of a bike is all about sensations, 
from its aggressive looks to its almost brutal 
power. 

It delivers, too, a factory-built ‘naked’ ma¬ 
chine with sports bike performance: blistering 
acceleration and track day speeds in excess 
of 150mph are possible (if you could hang on 
to it). 

The £9,749 Speed Triple is designated a 
roadster, or ‘streetfighter’ design with sharp, 
angular lines and, of course, no fairing or 
screen so you do feel the pressure of 70mph 
headwinds on motorway runs. It helps to keep 
you legal on a bike which is clearly capable 
of so much more, but since you risk your li¬ 
cence by using its full power that’s academic 
anyway. 

But the hefty helping of power is very use¬ 
ful lower down, where overtaking on heavy 
trafficked roads is a breeze. For a high per¬ 
formance bike revving up to 10,500rpm, it 
has an almost surprising urge and pick-up in 
the low to mid-ranges, typically from 3,000 to 
6,000rpm where it pulls like a train, That rapid 
beat on tickover hints at what is to come, and 
here it does - a little tweak on the throttle has 
you rocketing forward. 


The first Speed Triple appeared in 1994, 
but it has undergone a number of upgrades 
including a bigger, more powerful engine and 
new chassis. 

The current model is powered by Triumph’s 
signature 1,050cc, three-cylinder, fuel injected 
engine with a hefty 135bhp and IIINm of 
torque on tap. 

The triple already has a distinctive 
soundtrack, and Triumph has tuned the twin 
exhausts like a musical instrument to make 
the most of that asset. It’s a very pleasing ac¬ 
companiment to your ride. 

The Speed Triple is fairly tall for its class, 
with plenty of ground clearance and high 
mounted footpegs for those who indulge in 
particularly enthusiastic cornering. 

The side effect is that when you get aboard 
you do feel a bit like a jockey, but the bars 
are fairly wide and high so the riding position 
proved surprisingly comfortable over long dis¬ 
tances, even for a set of old bones prone to 
stiffening up these days. 

The only drawback, common to all street- 
fighter designs, is the wind pressure which 
can make long motorway runs quite tiring. You 
could always fit a screen, but it would need to 
be carefully chosen not only for its effective¬ 
ness but also its impact on the funky, sharp 
lines of the bike itself. 

The small, solid deflector behind the ‘bug 
eye’ twin headlights seems to do its work sur¬ 
prisingly well at A-road speeds, smoothing 
the airflow enough to prevent buffeting while 
allowing enough cooling air for those wearing 
full kit on a warm day. 

Maybe because of aerodynamic issues, 
the Speed Triple doesn’t feel as light through 
the twisty bits as some dedicated sports ma- 
chines.but once settled into a bend it is highly 
stable and composed. The suspension, while 


sportily firm, soaks up bumps and doesn’t rat¬ 
tle your teeth even over poorer surfaces. 

It’s a good set-up, especially since the rear¬ 
most of the two 17-inch wheels is shod with 
ulrta low-profile 190/55 tyres (120/70 at the 
front). 

The Speed Triple’s Brembo brakes are 
outstanding: twin 320mm discs with four pis¬ 


ton calipers at the front and a single Nissin 
255mm disc with twin pistons at the rear. 

The bike shares its engine, albeit a lit¬ 
tle modified, with the full on sports bike, the 
Sprint ST, which gives some indication of its 
character. With physical and legal limits dis¬ 
couraging the use of its full range of power, its 
blistering acceleration and overtaking ability 


means it nonetheless offers all the sensations 
and thrills of fast bike riding: perhaps more so 
because of your exposure to the elements. 
And that signature triple soundtrack is the ic¬ 
ing on the cake. 

Factor in its looks and attitude, and you can 
see why it’s been a winner for the Midlands 
firm, with more than 70,000 sales so far.

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Minibus fits 
bill on city 
streets and 
open roads

A big nine-seater minibus with a mere 1.6 li¬ 
tres under the bonnet - just a few years ago 
the idea would have been almost laughable. 

But the new Renault Trafic Passenger is a graphic 
illustration of how far the motor industry has come 
on fuel efficiency: smaller, cleaner but still powerful 
engines which are better for the environment as well 
as the operator’s pockets. 

In fact over its 35 year life and successive modifications, 
the 1.6 diesel (in single and twin turbo versions, with a range 
of outputs) had become the standard, compared to the 2.5 
and later 2.0 litre units which previously provided the motive 
power. 

The test version, in Business specification, was powered 
by the 115Ps turbo diesel, the middle of the three options, 
also produces 300Nm of torque, much of it available from 
engine speeds barely above tickover. 

Commercial 

With its six-speed gearbox, it’s equally at home on city 
streets or open roads, and whether you have just the driver 
on board or a full complement of nine adults seems to make 
little difference. 

This, after all, a minibus but it’s based on a commercial 
vehicle chassis and drivetrain capable of carrying much 
heavier loads - some 1,239kg in this 115Ps, standard whee- 
base version. 

In passenger guise, the 115 Trafic SWB is capable of av¬ 
eraging 43.5mpg, according to official figures, with 170g/ 
km of Co2. 

Other options now include the latest twin turbo dCi power 
plants, with 125Ps and 145Ps respectively, which offer more 
power and torque but are leaner and cleaner, too, meeting 
the latest EU6b emissions regulations. 

The nine seats are set in three rows of three, the second 
and third rows of which are easily removable without the 
use of tools which adds flexibility to the vehicle for business 
users who only occasionally need to transport customers 
or employees. 

Access is via large sliding doors on either side, with the 
second row seat on the nearside folding forward to make 
access easier to the third row. All the seats have head re¬ 
straints and three-point seatbelts. 

The driver has a commanding view, not only in front but 
all round thanks to the large passenger windows and big, 
commercial vehicle style wing mirrors which are electrically 
adjustable. 

The tall seat has height and lumbar support adjustment, 
and you get a fold-down armrest, too. 

The steering is light and the braking system (discs all 
round with ABS) is progressive and effective - not too sharp 
that it will upset your passengers. 

Slick 

The short gear level, mounted on a pod in the centre con¬ 
sole, has a slick, easy action but the handbrake - mounted 
on the floor - is a bit of a reach. 

Fortunately that’s not much of an issue in everyday driv¬ 
ing as the hill start assist system is so effective even with a 
full complement of passengers that reaching for the lever is 
more seeking comfort than a real need. 

The standard wheelbase version has a turning circle of 
under 12 metres, so it isn’t difficult to manoeuvre around 
town and in car parks, particularly with such an excellent all 
round view. 

Aerodynamic and sound-deadening measures have 
made the latest Trafic range quieter, which is just as impor¬ 
tant to a working vehicle as a purely passenger one. 

It comes with electric windows, a whole raft of cabin stor¬ 
age areas, and new technology in the form of a DAB digital 
radio, Bluetooth and USB connectivity. 

Like its commercial cousin, the Passenger is also fitted 
with safety systems including stability and traction control, 
plus a anti-trailer swing system if you need to tow. 

Higher grade vehicles also come with the benefit of fea¬ 
tures such as air conditioning, cruise control, parking sen¬ 
sors, satnav, alloy wheels and automatic headlights. 

Gas-filled struts make light work of opening the large - full 
width and height - rear cargo door, with a flat load floor at 
just about knee height to store cases and bags behind the 
third row seats. 

Operators of the long wheelbase version get enough 
space there to take a large family and all their luggage on a 
fortnight’s holiday. 

There are lots of storage spaces, including cupholders, 
neatly placed within the driver’s reach. 

Prices start from £26,780 for the SWB 95dCi model rising 
to £32,335 for the top specification Sport version, with long 
wheelbase body and the latest 145Ps twin turbo engine.

Albion and 
Villa fans 
pay the least 

ALBION and Villa supporters continue 
to pay some of the cheapest ticket prices 
in the Premier League, according to the 
BBC’s annual price of football study. 

The results of the study, released last 
night, also reveal Wolves to offer some 
of the best value in the Championship, 
despite the most expensive season ticket 
at Molineux costing more than that at 
The Hawthorns. Villa have the high¬ 
est-priced season ticket in the region 
at £615 but their cheapest, at £335, is 
among the lowest on offer in the Premier 
League. 

Albion supporters pay a minimum of 
£399 for a season ticket, an increase of 
£50 on last season, though the study 
found the majority of season tickets 
at The Hawthorns are purchased at a 
cheaper price than those at Villa Park. 

At £535, Wolves’ dearest season ticket 
is £26 more expensive than that of their 
Black Country rivals, though the cheap¬ 
est season ticket 

at Molineux is among the best priced 
in the Championship at £299. 

The study revealed Walsall’s prices 
remain among the cheapest in League 
One, while Kidderminster Harriers’ 
‘Aggborough Pie’ continues to be the 
most expensive in English football, 
priced at £4.50. 

On a national level, the West Midlands 
is among the cheapest places to watch 
Premier League football in the country. 

Arsenal have the most expensive sea¬ 
son ticket, with supporters paying a min¬ 
imum of £1,014 to watch the campaign 
at the Emirates. 

Reading sell the cheapest season ticket 
in the Championship at just £135, while 
Fulham, who charge up to £829, has the 
dearest. 

In League One, the cheapest season 
ticket can be found at Bradford, where 
it can be as little as £149 for the season.

Villa is now 
a laughing 
stock - Stan 

FORMER Villa star Stan Collymore has 
launched a blistering attack on his old 
club after being sacked from his match- 
day programme column. 

The former striker, who grew up in 
Cannock, says he has been shown the 
door by the Villa Park hierarchy after 
weighing in to support under-fire boss 
Tim Sherwood and criticism of the club 
on his radio show. 

Collymore tore into the club’s bosses 
and claimed they have turned the club 
he played for and supported since boy¬ 
hood into a laughing stock. 

The former Forest and Liverpool man 
has written a column free of charge for 
the matchday programme for the last six 
year. But after being told it was being 
pulled, Collymore posted a link to his 
hundreds of thousands of Twitter follow¬ 
ers lambasting owner Randy Lerner and 
chief executive Tom Fox. In it described 
he labels the last six years as “complete 
and utter dross” on the pitch. 

The 44-year-old stormed: “After six 
years of doing an official Aston Villa pro¬ 
gramme column, 

“I’ve been notified by the club that 
they no longer wish me to continue due 
to my support of Tim Sherwood and 
fierce criticism of the ownership and 
club structure. 

“The club felt in essence that it would 
be inappropriate for me to write posi¬ 
tively in a column whilst being critical 
on air or in a newspaper. The column 
I have written for six years was at no 
charge to Aston Villa.” 

He added: “On the watch of Mr 
Lerner, and Tom Fox as chief executive, 
and Paul Faulkner before him, the club I 
have supported since childhood have be¬ 
come the laughing stock of the Premier 
League. This, England’s fourth most 
successful football club.” 

Villa declined to comment. 

New coach looks to 
bring edge to Albion 

ALBION’S new first-team coach Ben 
Garner said he wants to help give the 
Baggies an attacking edge to add to their 
defensive solidity. 

The 35-year-old, who joined at the end 
of last week, helped Crystal Palace es¬ 
tablish themselves as a Premier League 
club, and now he wants to push Albion 
further up the league. 

“With Tony you will always have a 
strong platform,” said Garner. “The 
level of detail he puts into team is ex¬ 
cellent, bar none. Here we want to build 
from that platform, develop the attack¬ 
ing side of the game and be a threat.”
